The  Office  of  the  Vice  President  of  Student  Affairs  (Ely  236)  oversees  the  administration  of  such  offices  as 
Campus  Center,  Career  Services,  Residential  Life,  Substance  Abuse,  Health  Services  and  Public  Safety  as  well 
as  special  services  including  College  ID  card  operations.  Judicial  Affairs,  The  Owls  Program,  Veterans'  Affairs, 
and  publication  of  the  WSC  Student  Handbook  (Ely  1 30),  and  the  National  Student  Exchange  program  (Ely 
132). 

Career  Services 

The  Office  of  Career  Services  (Ely  1 46)  offers  registered  students  and  alumni  a  resource  center  for  career 
guidance,  occupational  exploration,  job  search  preparation,  and  employment  referral. 

Residential  Life 

The  Department  of  Residential  Life  (Scanlon  1  Annex)  is  responsible  for  residence  hall  services,  programs, 
and  the  overall  management  of  campus  residence  halls.  Residential  Life  is  also  the  home  of  the  new,  under- 
graduate student  Orientation  Program  at  this  college. 

Health  Services

Department  of  Public  Safety

The  department  has  three  major  components:  Campus 
Police,  Residence  Halls  Security  Officers  and  Student  Security.  The  department  is  also  responsible 
for  the  issue  and  sale  of  Parking  Decals.  other  associated  services,  and  for  enforcing  the  parking 
policies  of  the  College  and  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  department  strives  to  have  a  close  working 
relationship  with  students,  faculty  and  staff  and  therefore  sponsors  crime  prevention  programs  as 
well  as  other  programs  and  activities  which  maximize  a  partnership  in  assuring  a  safe  and  tranquil 
campus  community.

OFFICE  OF  SUBSTANCE 
ABUSE  PREVENTION  OSAP 


The  Counseling  Service  Center  helps  students  make  the 
most  of  their  education  through  psychological  skill  devel- 
opment and  personal  growth.  Wc  arc  concerned  with  the 
education  of  the  "whole  student"  with  the  integration  of 
learning  and  living.  Besides  working  to  reduce  or  eliminate 
problems  that  interfere  with  learning,  wc  attempt  to  use  the 
problems  students  bring  to  us  to  enhance  their  problem  solv- 
ing skills  and  their  personal  resources.  The  Center  offers 
short-term  counseling  on  an  individual  basis  as  well  as  group 
counseling.  Your  relationship  with  Counseling  Services  is 
confidential  unless  you  give  written  permission  for  it  to  be 
shared,  or  in  certain  life  or  death  emergencies,  or  by  court 
order.  Another  important  function  of  psychological  coun- 
seling is  referral.  If  someone  else  on  campus  or  in  the  com- 
munity can  help  you  with  your  concerns,  counselors  will 
help  connect  you  with  that  person  or  office. 

TUTORING 

The  Tutoring  Center  is  operated  by  professional  staff 
and  supplemented  with  approximately  70  peer  tutors. 
Academic  assistance  is  offered  in  writing,  study  skills 
and  mathematics.  Tutoring  is  also  available  in  all  areas 
of  the  college  curriculum.  The  College  also  coordinates 
the  provision  of  support  services  to  students  who  are 
physically  challenged  and  learning  disabled.

5391. 


The  Office  of  Substance  Abuse  Prevention  works  in  two 
ways  for  the  campus.  OSAP  seeks  to  work  with  students  to 
prevent  alcohol  and  other  drug  problems,  and  to  provide 
support  for  those  students  who  have  already  developed  a 
problem.  As  a  part  of  the  Counseling  Center  department  OS- 
AP offers  individual  counseling  for  substance  related  prob- 
lems. OSAP  works  with  cooperation  from  both  Academic 
and  Student  Affairs  in  trying  to  change  the  campus  climate 
with  regard  to  alcohol  and  other  drugs.  Ongoing  projects 
within  the  office  include  curriculum  infusion,  wellness  man- 
agement and  advertising  for  non-alcoholic  programs  on 
campus.

Westfield  State's  outdoor  facilities  rank  with  the  finest  in  the  region.  The  baseball  and  softball  fields  are  located  next  to  Alumni 
Field,  the  sight  of  many  of  the  college's  varsity  and  intramural  competitions.  The  AstroTurf  playing  field  has  lights  for  night  play  and 
is  encircled  by  an  eight  lane  running  track.

Athletic  Eligibility 

To  be  eligible  to  participate  in  varsity  athletics  at  Westfield  State  College,  students  must  carry  a  minimum  of  12  credit  hours  per 
semester,  must  pass  a  minimum  of  24  credit  hours  per  year,  and  must  be  in  good  academic  standing  and  making  reasonable  progress 
toward  a  degree.  Students  on  academic  probation  are  ineligible  for  intramural  competition.
